grow apace. In the wake of the lament- 

able famine — which caused British 
sympathisers at home to subscribe such a 
noble sum for the pitiful sufferers—and follow- 
ing close at the heels of the Swat Valley rising, 
comes the fierce attack of the Afridis on the 
forts in the Khyber Pass. Lord Elgin, 
Governor - General of India, was assured by 
Abdurrahman that he had no cognisance of 
the rebellious movements being planned, and 
set them down as the work of fanatical mullahs, 


warfare. It is impossible to look at his calm, 
thoughtful features (as faithfully reflected in the 
photograph printed alongside the bust of his 


comrade-in-arms) without reposing full con- | 


fidence at this crisis in General Sir George Stewart | 
White, V.C., G.C.LE., K.C.B. He joined the 
Army a year or two after F.-M. Lord Wolseley 
did. He did yeoman service in the Indian 
Mutiny ; and, serving with the 92nd Highlanders 
in the Afghan Campaign of 1879-80, he won his 
V.C. by a splendid act of self-sacrificing bravery. 
The present Commander -in - Chief at home 
knows hisvalue. Hence Lieutenant-Colonel White 
(as he then was) was chosen in ’85 to take part 
in the memorable Nile Expedition ; and he won 
fresh distinction by distinguished service on the 
Staff. He led a Brigade the same year in the 
Burmese War; and commanded the field force 
in- Burma from 1886 to 1889. Lord Dufferin, then 
Viceroy, warmly approved the signal services 
he rendered. It was generally felt that Sir 
George White was the right man in the right 
place as Lord Roberts’s successor as Commander- 
in-Chief in India.

It is 
fortunate at such a critical juncture that Lord 
Salisbury and Lord George Hamilton have at 
hand such experienced Indian Generals as Lord 
Roberts and Sir Donald Stewart to offer the best 
of counsel. AtSimla, the Earlof Elgin, anobleman 
ofsound judgmentand great erudition, has, doubt - 
less, similarly good advisers at his command. Lord 
Elgin is the first British Viceroy of India who 
has occupied the exalted position once filled by 
his father. This unprecedented circumstance 
imparts special interest to the accompanying 
brace of portraits. Whilst the eighth Earl of 
Elgin was appointed Governor-General in 1882, 
his son (who is in his forty-seventh year) has 
held the post for the past few years. At this 
trying moment Lord Elgin will have the hearty 
sympathy and support of every fair-minded 
Briton. He had been Treasurer of the House- 
hold and Commissioner of Works prior to his 
acceptance of the responsible position of Viceroy 
of India—and controller of the turbulent frontier 
tribes. Happily, the unquestionable loyalty of 
the Indian Princes, together with the native 
valour of our troops, will bring us safely out of 
this little trouble.

Diseased Tomatoes. 


N a dry summer and autumn the 
disease known to scientists as 
« C'adosporum fulvum attacks the 
tomato but mildly. Itis quickly 
developed during a wet period, 
and it seems to attack and 
develop in the largest and finest 
tubers most readily. The prob- 
ability asto its origin is not a 
` wide one: it came, no doubt, 
as did the kindred scourge, the 
CO. infestans, to attack the 
potato, because the weakness 
of the plant in our climate 
afforded it a sure foothold and 
room for its growth and 
development. . No idle culture 
induced it, and no amount of 
eareful culture will eradicate 
it.. It must be dealt with by other means. The best means 
of preventing its development is by keeping the 


Plants Dry at the Roots. 


When the plants do become affected with the disease 
(white or iiraih fungus preceding the stage shown), the 
fruits blacken or sear at the crowns, and the discase

spreads in time through the fruit. The attack causes the 
fruit to ripen before its time. To save as much of the crop 
as one can, all the full-grown fruit not attacked should be 
picked off and laid on slates under glass to ripen. 


Spraying Solutions 


are used to check the spread of the disease : Four pounds 
of bluestone (copper sulphate), dissolved in four gallons of 
water ; two pounds of fresh lime and two gallons of water. 
‘When well mixed and dissolved, pour either of the above 
into twenty gallons of water in a tub, and apply to the 
plants with a syringe. ; 


All the Difference! 


A correspondent who has a poor farm asks me what 
difference there is between the methods I frequently refer 
to as intensive culture and the methods farmers commonly 
practise in his poverty-stricken district. Without admitting 
that his district is poverty-stricken, I will show him where 
the difference lies. Intensive culture means putting the 
greatest amount possible of farming capital—i.e., manure, 
labour, and brains, into the land in order to get the greatest 
possible yield from it. His practise is getting as much as 
possible out of the land by putting as little as possible into 
it! Surely, he is not so poor that he cannot apply his 
labour and his brains to—say, 


Subsoil Ploughing, 


for instance. How many readers of this. ever tried sub- 
soiling? It is one of the greatest possibje’ aids to high 
farming. Any soil that a sub-plough can pass through 
will be improved thereby, id as any bed of ‘clay, marl, or 
chalk lying under the soil in the garden’Will be so much 
the better for being broken up and made porous. Sub- 
soiled land will hold twice as much dung and will support 
more than twice as much crop, permanent or annual, as 
will lightly-ploughed land. 


Modern Dairying. 


_ It is true now that ‘‘ dairying holds the field.” Within 
living memory wheat-growing was the chief study. Now 
we have dairy herds roaming where once wheat grew to 
the exclusion of everything else. Few of our farmers who 
lived and farmed at the beginning of the reign of our 
Gracious Queen would have tolerated an animal like the 
one I am giving a picture of on their farrms—except, per- 
haps, as a woman’s fad or for some such reason. Now, 
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JERSEY COW “ BLOSSOM.” 


to-day Jerseys are being sought for and improved and 
acclimatised to suit the locality everywhere. I was visiting 
a one-time wheat and barley farm the other day, where a 
Jersey cow, the one I have sketched, was valued as the 
greatest treasure on the farm. She was yielding by the 
infallible butter test 


2} Pounds of Butter per Day, 


and the whole of the dairy’s butter was so improved by her 
contribution that the farmer was getting 1s. 3d. per pound 
for his butter, and could not satisfy all his customers. 
Two pounds per day, a fairly good yield for a best Jersey, 
will improve the quality of a large bulk of average cream. 
It thus shows the importance of haying at least one good 
Jersey in any herd of butter-cows. The trouble with the 
Jersey is that she will not do her best in any but a mild 
and salubrious climate. Stall-feeding and pasturing in 
summer on the best land seems to be necessary for Jerseys.

Keeping Geese 


are answered in this note. Geese should be on grass. 
They will not wander far after they know where home is, 
and they will draw up at night to be shut in. Geese are 
rather noisy. I would not keep them in a suburb or near 
a town on that account. Where kept in numbers in small 
enclosures ‘they do foul the grass considerably. They sit 
remarkably well and give very little trouble; but if one 
takes the young ones from the nest and hand-rears them 
for a few days, neither goose nor gander will take to them 
afterwards. Geese are not required to run with the young 
broods; a gander will take sole charge, and the geese may 
be penned up elsewhere to be brought on to lay again all 
the sooner. Fatten young geese on the stubble if possible, 
giving them a good evening feed in addition. 
pollard, and skim milk will fatten geese quickly.

HE QUEEN AND HER NAVAL 
GUESTS.—Admiral Sir Michael _Culme Sey- 
mour, Bart., G.C.B., Commander-in-Chief at Ports- 
mouth, arrived at Osborne on Aug. 20, and had the 
honour of dining with the Queen and the Royal 

family. The Earl and Countess of Harrington and Reur- 
Admiral Fullerton, A.D.C. (H.M.Y. Victoria and Albert), 
also had the honour of being included in Her Majesty's 
jinner-party. Lieutenant Thring and Lieutenant Thomy- 
son, H.M.S. Australia (guard-ship at Cowes), dined at 
Osborne, and had the honour of being presented to the 
Queen in the evening. On Saturday last, the Queen drove 
to Carisbrooke Castle, accompanied by Princess Henry of 
3attenberg and Princess Frederica. 


Her Majesty is Expected to Leave Osborne 
m Tuesday evening next for Balmoral, atriving there at 
shree o’clock on Wednesday afternoon. 


The Prince of Wales in going from Bayreuth to 
Marienbad for his annual ‘* cure,” instead of to Homburg, 
as usual, seems to have “got out of the frying-pan into 
the fire.” Marienbad “snobs ” simply mobbed H.R.H. 
on his arrival. Too bad, when the Prince wished merely to 
be regarded as a private individual on his holidays, going 
by the name of Baron Renfrew. 


The Princess of Wales, accompanied by the Duke 
of Mecklenburg-Schwerin and a numerous suite, arrived 
at Wörishofen, of Pastor Kneipp fame, from Munich, on 
Saturday last, and took apartments at the Victoria Hotel, 
intending to follow the cure. 


The Duke and Duchess of York again attended 
Leopardstown Races last Monday, and afterwards paid a 
visit to Lord Iveagh at his residence in Dublin, where they 
had afternoon tea. H.R.H.’s investiture as Knight of 
St. Patrick on the same day as the Order was bestowed 
upon F.-M. Lord Roberts gave much satisfaction. 


Britain’s Premier and the Peace Negotia- 
tions.— We learn that the Marquis of Salisbury has made 
a further proposal to the Powers, having invited them to 
devise means whereby Greece may be placed in a position 
herself to guarantee that a sufficient sum shall be forth- 
coming ganai to pay the interest on a loan to be raised 
to discharge the indemnity. The suggestion is that a 
Control should be established over so much of the Hellenic 
revenues as may suffice to yield the interest. From Crete 
it is announced that Lieutenant Ollivant, of the Seaforths, 
has died at Candia of typhoid fever.. The fresh bomb ex- 
plosions in Constantinople have increased the anxiety of 
the allied Ambassadors there. 


Mr. Balfour, who Returned from Germany 
on Saturday, and spent Sunday with Lord Salisbury at 
Hatfield, came to town on Monday, and after paying a 
visit to Downing Street proceeded to Dumfries, where the 
freedom of the burgh was conferred upon him. 


The Ameer of Afghanistan (of which burly ruler 
we give a Sketch) was prompt to deny the truth of the 
soft impeachment that he had tacitly instigated the risings 
on the North-West Frontier of India ; and the fact that he 
would lose his annual subsidy, and run the risk of meeting 
a fresh British expedition to Kabul, such as “ Fighting 
Bobs” and brave old Donald Stewart brought to a success- 
ful issue, had he been guilty of such treachery, may be 
accepted, perhaps, as proofs that his recent submissive 
message to the Viceroy was made in good faith. But, if this be 
granted, it is still manifest that the Ameer has not exercised 
his power to check the Afridis; and it is obvious that 
the Government must come to a more satisfactory arrange- 
ment with him. It should be remembered that Abdurrah- 
man K han owes his throne to the British, who defeatei his

enemy the previous Ameer, and, besides allowing him a 
pension of £160,000 a year, provided him factories and 
other applianees of “ civilisation.” . On the other hand, he 
lived fcr yars under Russian protection at Samarcand, 
and has always shown a tendency to coquet with the 
Muscovites, 

Lord Roberts Says, with Reference to the 


Recent Indian Troubles: “I wish I could think that 
the Ameer had no connection with the raiding that is now 
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going on, butif the statements published be true, that many 
of his subjects were engaged in the various attacks upon 
British outposts, I do not see how Abdurrahman can be 
absolved from blame, for it is impossible for any one 
acquainted with the relations which exist between the 
Ameer and his subjects to believe that they would venture 
upon any overt act of hostility unless they were satisfied 
that the same would meet with his approval. Remember- 
ing the long time it takes for messengers or communi- 
cations from the Indian Court at Simla to reach the Ameer 
in Kabul, I am unable to attach much importance to 
the statement published recently, that, at the instigation 
of the Simla authorities, he had rebuked his Governor at 
Jellalabad for permitting Afghan subjects to take up arms

against the British.’ On the other hand, the Ameer’s 
agent in England, Sir Acquin Martin, says of the Ameer; 
“There is only one man who directs affairs in Afghanistan, 
and his fixed policy has been to work in cordial harmony 
with England. I can speak from my own personal know- 
ledge of his desire to live on the most friendly terms with 
this country as the governing power in India.” 


Our Indian Frontier Map makes clear the various 
localities lying jbetween {India and Afghanistan. . Kabul, 
the capital of the Ameer, is separated from our dominions 
by a dreary waste inhabited by wild tribes of fighting men. 
Our map shows the Khyber Pass (in which Fort Musjid is 
strongly situated on a lofty rock), just south of it the 
garrison of Peshawar; and south-west is another strong 
garrison of 5500 men at Rawal Pindi. North-west of the 
Khyber Pass is the Malakand Pass, a steep and difficult 
inlet ; and near it the Swat Valley. There are now 12,000 
of our.troops in this valley, and 7300 in the Tochi Vailey. 
West of Kohat, im the territory nominally held by the 
Ameer, are the Orakzais, a powerful tribe with 25,000 
fighting men, but they are split into two factions, and are 
not regarded as very dangerous. 


-The Afridis are the most powerful of all the border 
tribes. Their armed stren is about 27,000. Field- 
Marshal Lord Roberts V.C., stated in the before- 
mentioned interview: ‘‘If the Afridis do rise against us 
it will considerably extend the sphere of operations, and 
add to our difficulties. The Afridis are a powerful tribe, 
who are brave, and fond of fighting within the shelter of 
their own ‘hills. It is true that we pay them annually 
asum, and employ a certain number of tribesmen in keep- 
ing open the Khyber Pass, and that during the last Afghan 


War they were for the most part friendly to us. They 
were not so, however, at the outset, and it is probable that 
they did not throw in their lot with us until they had made 
up their mind that we should be successful.” 


The Success of the Afridi Advance in the 
Khyber Pass can be but temporary, as the large force 
of Anglo-Indian troops on the frontier must speedily defeat 
and disperse these daring mountaineers. On Monday we 
learnt that “The Afridi tribesmen from the Zakarkhel 
district have entered the Khyber Pass and are attacking 
Ali Musjid, which is held for us by levies of their own 
kinsmen, and threatening Adda. A Mullah is openly 
preaching sedition among the Mohmands, while the 
Musuzals have raided several villages near Sadda. These, 
however, were held by detachments of the Kurram 
Militia, who had no difficulty in driving off the 
marauders. A movable column, under Colonel Borton, 
has advanced to Bara, outside Peshawar.” We 
learnt on Tuesday that Fort Maude was captured on 
Monday night by the Afridis. The small garrison, composed 
of native levies, retired, losing three of theirnumber. The 
fort was burned by the Afridis. Nothing as yet is known 
as to the result of the fighting at Ali Musjid. A battery 
of General Westmacott’s force fired on the enemy at 
3000 yards and dispersed them. Fort Maude was seen to 
be in flames at eleven o’clock, and half an hour later the 
garrison joined General Westmacott. 


General Blood’s Subjugation of the Swatis 
is now complete. The Mianguls, or religious leaders, after 
several days of hesitation and evasion, have been brought 
to sce the danger of further delay in securing the best 
possible terms. They have, accordingly, presented ‘them- 
selves before General Blood, and have formally made their 
submission, which Sir Bindon accepted upon 600 rifes 
being surrendered as an éarnest of good faith. We regiet 
to hear that Colonel Lamb succumbed last Monday to the 
effects of the operation which he underwent after being 
wounded in action. 


Lord Fincastle’s Gallant Rescue of Lieu- 
tenant MacLean.—General Blood reports (says the 
Times Simla.Correspoudent) that, during the recent fighting 
in the Upper Swat Valley, Lord Fincastle, 16th Lancers, 
behaved with great gallantry at Landikai. He acecm- 
panied Lieutenant MacLean when the latter tried to rescue 
Lieutenant Greaves. This little group of three officers 
drew a heavy rifle fire from the tribesmen. Lieutenants 
Greaves and MacLean were killed, and Lord Fincastle 
had his horse shot, but brought away Lieutenant MacLean. 
General Blood, in recognition of Lord Fincastle’s gallantry, 
has attached him to the Guides Cavalry, to which Lieu- 
tenant MacLean belonged. The Guides have had in all one 
officer killed and three wounded. 


The Czar’s Welcome to the French President. 


at Kronstadt last Monday morning was exceedirgly 
cordial, “as was M. Faure’s reception by the Russian 
populace. At Peterhof M. Faure was most heartily 

ted by the Czarina in the Alexandra Palace. The 

nch President dined en famille with the Emperor 
and the members of the Imperial family, and subsequently 
attended a special performance of opera and ballet. In 
the evening the gardens, park, and fountains at 
Peterhof were brilliantly illuminated, the effect, however, 
being somewhat interfered with by a storm of rain. It is 
a potent factor in European politics, this evidently hearty 
alliance between Russia and France, for’ there can be no 
possible doubt whatever that the Russian reception of 
M: Faure was immensely more cordial than the welcome 
given to the German Emperor. 


The King of Siam, aapi by his two brothers 
and the Siamese Prince who -is learning the art of war at 
Potsdam, arrived at Scene on Monday morning. After 
breakfast’ at the Hôtel du Nord, they drove out sight- 
seeing, and left at eleven for Rolandseck, Biebrich, and 
Wiesbaden. At Dresden they were King Albert’s guests 
= Thursday, when they were to go to Potsdam to visit the 
mperor.

Electric Cabs on Hire in London.—A limited 
company on Monday last put on the streets of London a 
few well-appointed electric cabs. The vehicles have yellow 
bodies and wheels and black surmountings, and are at 
first sight suggestive of the old-fashioned family coach. 
There is ample space for two riders, but hardly enough 
for three. On account of the accumulator beneath the 
body of the cab, which weighs some fourteen hundred- 
weight, they are much heavier than. the ordinary 
“ growler,’’ but they run with amazing smoothness. The 
accumulators are charged at the works of the company, and 
it is said that one charge is good for a distance of fifty 
miles, either right off, or at intervals, in the course of 
twelve hours, and the prime cost of the power, is put at 
two shillings for that period. The vehicles are licensed 
to ply for hire as ordinary cabs, and, of course, at 
the same rate of charges. How the electrical cabs will work 
out in actual practice remains to be seen, but their weak 
point, as in all geared vehicles, is the chain. Each link is 
made of a number of small steel plates, and though the 
metal is no doubt as hard as it can be got it is certain to 
stretch a little. One or two breakdowns in this respect 
have already occurred, much to the enjoyment of the 
ordinary cabby, whose comments have been the reverse of

The ‘‘Phaeton” and ‘Thrasher” in Col- 
lision.—On the night of Thursday, Aug. 19, the cruiser 
Phaeton was convoying the destroyer Thrasher. The 
weather being violent, the Phaeton signalled for the little 
vessel to come under her lee, and in doing so she got across 
the cruiser’s bows. One man was washed overboard and 
drowned, several others were injured, the mast was carried 
away, one funnel sustained and one of the quick- 
firing guns was driven into a coal bunker. - The side of the 
destroyer was also badly dented in four places. Those on 
board the cruiser thought that the Thrasher was sunk. She 
kept afloat however—these vessels are hard to sink—and 
reached Devonport in safety. The Phaeton also received 
some slight injury. Various theories are afloat as to the 
cause of the accident, the most plausible being that the 
Thrasher, amid the big waves re darkness, could not see 
the big ship or properly take in her signals. It is exceed- 
ingly difficult to sight any vessel from so luw in the water 
as destroyers of necessity are; but it is hardly pone to 
see any remedy. Any high look-out would endanger the 
stability of these fragile little craft. 


Swept Over Niagara Falls.—A Central News 
telegram from Buffalo says that on Sunday a boat con- 
taining two men and a boy was being rowed on Lake Erie, 
just above Niagara Falls. They were caught by the 
current, which it is estimated rushes down the narrow 
shoot at the rate of twenty-eight miles an hour. They 
struggled to bring their frail craft to the banks, but were 
swept on by the swift current, and in the presence of nearly 
one thousand witnesses were carried over the Falls and 
instantly disappeared. ’

temporaries. In its various sections the Association has 
produced a vast amount of scientific data, but it cannot be 
said that any revelation of a really sensational character 
has been made. Professor Marshall Ward’s remarks on 
bacteriology are, however, worth any amount of emphasis 
in the present period of shallow theories about ‘ germs.” 
The Cambridge Professor pointed out that bacteria have 
many useful functions, as well as the deadly powers which 
public opinion seems to think constitute their entire 
characteristics.

APROPOS OF THE ROYAL VISIT. 


HE DUKE AND DUCHESS OF YORK 
are still enjoying the

(the characteristically hearty Irish form of salutation 
—‘‘a hundred thousand welcomes ’”’), which every visitor is 
sure to receive from the hospitable Irishman; and those 
who are looking out for some place in which to spend a 
pleasant holiday cannot do better than follow the Royal 
example, as suggested in last week’s P.I.P. A few 
additional notes may be of interest to the intending tourist. 


The Principal Street of Dublin, 
Sackville Street (a view of which we give), is generally 
considered to be the finest thoroughfare in Europe; and 
certainly London would do well, where possible, to copy its 
width, which must be at least three times that of Fleet 
Street or Cheapside. The statue in the foreground repre- 
sents Sir John Gray, for many years proprietor and editor 
of the Freeman’s Journal, the Liberal Irish paper. Beyond 
this, on the other side of Carlisle—or, as the Nationalists 
like to call it, O’Connell—Bridge, is the O'Connell Monu- 
ment, and in the distance is the Nelson Pillar, from the top 
of which on a clear day may be had a good view of the 
city. Dublin might well be known as 


The Cathedral City, 
for it boasts of two Cathedrals—St. Patrick’s and Christ 
Church, the former, perhaps because of its bearing the 
name of the national patron saint, being the better known 


of the two. 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral 

has had a varied career, having been put to many other 
uses than that for which it was presumably built. It was 
used by Oliver Cromwell as a stable; it has served the 
——— of a Parliament House; and not infrequently has 

een the scene of pitched battles, the most important, per- 
haps, being that which occurred in 1512 between the 
followers of the Earls of Ormond and Ki'dare. For many 
years afterwards arrows. were to be seen sticking in the 
woodwork of the roof. One of the most interesting monu- 
ments is that of the celebrated Dean Swift, who was born 
not far Pa the Cathedral, with which he was for so long 
associated. i 


The Cathedral of Christ Church 

stands on the site, it is said, of some vaults constructed for 
the storage of merchandise, in one of which St. Patrick is 
supposed to have celebrated Mass. It was begun by 
Sitric MacAmlave, King of Dublin, in 1038, and completed 
in the following century. ,The present building is for the 
greater part due to Mr. Roe, the celebrated Dublin distiller, 
as, in the same way, St. Patrick’s is indebted to Lord 
Ardilaun, better known as the kind-hearted and philan- 
thropic founder of Guinness’s stout—a boon to the 
neuralgic—and to the lucky investors in the Company. 


The Valley of Glendalough, 
briefly referred to last week, is peculiarly Irish in character. 
The lonely lakes surrounded by mountains, with the ruined 
churches, round tower, and crosses, present a scene found 
in no other country. Many legends are related about the 
district, St. Kevin having a prominent place in most of 
them. The story told in Moore’s verseis that the saint was 


Wooed by a Fair Irish Girl, 
from whom in vain he fled to the lonely recesses of this 
wilderness. Finding she had tracked him to his hiding- 
place, he hurled her over the rocks, and not until then 
“felt her love and mourned her fate.” 


The Best Specimens of Irish Crosses 
are at Monasterboice, near Drogheda, once the most famous 
monastery in north-east Ireland. The larger stands no less 
than twenty-three feet in height; and both are beautifull 
arved, and though many hundred years old, are sti 
wonderfully clear and perfect. 


Another Famous Abbey 
in olden times was that situated on the island of Devenish 
It was one 
of the centres of Irish learning as late as the time of 
Elizabeth, but is now in ruins, and even within recent years 
‘has noticeably fallen into greater decay.
